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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 1-15 are currently in pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
Number 6,460,036 to Herz. 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected for reason pointed out in the previous office action. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 15 is still objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend upon a multi-dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01(n). 
Accordingly, the claim 15 has not been further treated on the merits. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 6/3/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that the target profile in Herz is not extracted from a 
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subscription request so according, the "attribute" of the target profile cannot be equated to the 
attribute of the applicant's claims 1 through 15. However, search profiles mentioned in the cited 
portion of Herz are considered a subscription request because they allow the user to specify 
keywords and target objects to request publications that may be. of interest (col. 56, lines 21-25). 
The loaded articles (col. 56, lines 30-35) are considered publication messages. The rest of the 
cited portion of Herz reads on the generic filtering system claimed by the applicant.
